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APPROVAL OF MINUTES: 


The minutes of the EIC meeting of 3 July 1962 (EIC-M-96) were 
approved, 


ANNOUNCEMENTS: 


The Vice Chairman noted that the USIB had approved, as recom- 
mended by the Coordination Staff, retention of the Economic Intelligence 
Committee in the USIB structure. 


The Vice Chairman mentioned that the Procedures Regarding Overt 
Collection Abroad of Economic Intelligence (USIB-D-44.2/1, 24 July 
1962), which had been brought to the attention of members at the last 
meeting, had been transmitted to EIC members for their information. 
Final USIB action is still pending as all the vote sheets have not yet 
been received by the USIB Secretariat. 


The Vice Chairman stated that he had been exploring the possibil- 
ities of a coordinated stuy on Soviet trade as suggested by the Depart- 
ment of State representative at the last meeting and believed that such 
a study would be useful. He recommended that the EIC consider the 
feasibility of undertaking the study next year shortly before the Soviet 
_trade statistics are published. 


The Vice Chairman noted that the Summary of the International 
Trade and Transport of Communist China, I96I (EIC-R16-53) had been 
disseminated to the community in early August, and that the EIC had

concurred in release of this report by 


telephone interim action, on 24 July 1962. 


The Vice Chairman announced that the EIC had approved the nomin- 
ation of Arthur J. Smith, Department of State, as Chairman of the EIC 
Working Group on Sino-Soviet Bloc Economic Activities in Underdeveloped 
Areas. 


CONSIDERATION OF THE ANNUAL REPORT TO THE USIB OF THE 
ECONOMIC INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE 


The Chairman proposed several substantive changes to the Annual 
Report which were accepted by the members. It was pointed out that 
since the report contains no recommendations for USIB action, it would 
go before USIB for noting and probably would not be placed on an agenda 
unless this were requested by some USIB member. 
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The Chairman stated that at one of the future meetings, the EIC 
should review its subcommittee structure and reaffirm or question 
the need for each of the subcommittees. The Chairman pointed out 
that the Subcommittee on Requirements, in its Annual Report to the 


EIC, had recommended its discontinuan that the present Standing 
under the Subcommittee, cou e a Working Group of the EIC with 


direct responsibility to the EIC for its activities in case the Subcom- 
mittee were discontinued.

The EIC reviewed the report of the Working Group, and a number 
of modifications and changes were accepted. The report was then 
approved by the Committee for issuance. The Chairman and Vice 
Chairman commended the members of the Working Group for producing 
an excellent report.
